Those last words are mine, not 
John Updikeî's. For such was his 
good nature, and such had been his 
enjoyment of, for example, George 
Painter's Life of Proust, that his 
attack turned into an affectionate 
single cheer for biography — rather 
in the manner of E.M. Forster's two 
cheers for dernocracy. 

But I believe 1 can do better than 
that I can quench that single cheer, 
because I can attack blography 
from the inside. The truth is that 
biographers flatter themselves — 
after all, no ore else will. They 
regard themselves as saints appar- 
ently because they are always 
thinking of other people. And yet 
they are not universally popular nor 
greally loved. “Every man has his 
disciples,” Oscar Wilde famously

too declared that "biographers are 
generally a disease of English 
literature” — and this despite the 
fact that she lived happily with 
Goethe’s biographer, GH. Lewes. 
But she was speaking collectively, 
not about her single exception.

All this invective, these insults, 
are perversely worn by biographers 
as lf they were batile honours. Yet it 
is a battle they have not won. For 
this artillery of abuse has multiplied 
and magnified during this century. 
and it looks as though it will be a 
good area for the verbal 
armaments Industry of the 2lst 
century. Rebeoca West, for example. 
pictured biographers profitably pic- 
nicking rourd the tombstones of the 
newly dead: and Germaine Greer, 
who dismissed biographies as “pre- 
digested carrion”. later called on 
biographers to take up, for God's 
sake. an honourable trade. Did 
they. 1 ask, go far enough? Ard 
what. in any case, provokes this 
barrage of hostility? 

In rough and ready terms there 
are, 1 believe, three categories of 
biographer.

Commons only? 
From Nîr Richard A. Edwards 


Sir. Peıer Riddell ts quite rîghi 1o sug- 
ges1 that 1he House of Lords needs 
bold reform (article. March 2%. 
However, the hybrid chamber which 
he seems to favour is far from that. 
Allowing even a third of a new Upper 
House to be constituted by execulive 
patronage can hardly bê said to be a 
triumph for either democracy or 
radical reform. 

Insread a Iruly radical blueprint 
would be based on the triple “e” 
formula. That is a chamber which is 
elected, equal and effeciive. There is 
no reason why a new chamber cannot 
be direcıly elected in its entirety, Hike 
the Australian Senate. There, a sys- 
tem of PR has brought independents 
and mimority parues (such as the 
Greens) into the Federal ParliamenL 
Indeed, they have often held the bal 
ance of power in the Senate. More- 
over, an elected Sênate has not 
detracted from the authority of House 
ûî Representatives, which remains 
primarily the house of government. 

Equally, the new chamber should 
be composed of an equal number of 
representatives from ihe English 
regions and the Home Nations. 

Finally, a new chamber rust enjoy 

effective powers. In practice this 
means that, with the exception of 
money Bills, the Upper House should 
enjoy equal power with the Commons 
over all proposed laws. Vesting a pow- 
er of veto in the Upper House is after 
all the raison d'être of bicameralism.

Impoverished treatment as tha! just 
issued by Sir David Ramsbotham ornı 
Feltham Young Offender Institution 
(report, March 26). 

Feltham offers a Dickensian vision 
of filth and neglect, a corrupting 
establishment which seems to have 
been desîgned to confirm the criminal- 
ity of the youngsters in its charge. 
With almost 1,000 places, i1 necessar- 
ily contains prisoners far from their 
homes and 1s quite unable 1o provide 
individual care and treatment. 

The announcement that the Prison 
Service is seeking alternative accom- 
modation for some of Feltham's 
young offenders, many of them litle 
more than children, is welcome but 
does not go far enough. Looking after 
young delinquents should be no 
business of te Prison Service. Most 
domestic and international legislation 
now acknowledges that adulthood 
begins at the !8th birthday. Prisons

XIAO 
QIAN 


Xiao Qian, writer, 
died or February 11 
aged 89. He was born 
on January Z7, 1910. 


XLSO QIAN was one of 
China's finest postwar literary 
talents: a riarı who was sent to 
labour camps by Chairman 
Mao for his dissenting views, 
and was later responsible for 
manslating James Joyce's Ulys- 
ses into Mandarin. Yet before 
the dawn of Red Chîna, 

“Hsiao Ch'en” the old spel 
ing of his name in English, to 
which he reverted in the 19805} 
was as well known in Britain 
as in China. Pilot Press and 
George Allen & Unwin print- 
ed four books of his shori 
stories and essays in the 1940s, 
including Spinners of Silk, 
Etchings of a Tormented Age, 
and China But Nor Cathay. 
His romantic eye for every 
ethnographic detail that made 
Old Peking great, the lyricism 
of his welFkmade prose, and 
his subtle empathy for the 
downtrodden (the stratum of 
his birth) in a society where 
poverty Itself was shameful, 
established him as a cultural 
intermediary. 

Xiaa's stories are a perma- 
nent contribution 10 fiction 
about China, scarcely equaled 
by Chinese writers today. But 
he gave up fiction for jour- 
nalism,. Reporting on the Sec- 
ond World War in Europe for 
newspaper readers in China, 


found them mn London during 
the Blitz and among the 
Continenıt’s weary survivors of 
1945. 

He originally came to Eng- 
land to study at Cambridge 
and could have had a safe 
career there as a Chinese 
teacher. Instead, welling up 
with patriotism after China 
“stood up” in 1949 against the 
same Anglo-American world 
he knew from the inside, he 
went home to serve the revolu- 
tion. He enjoyed brief periods 
of useful service as a transla- 
tor, but it soon emerged that 
his views were not in harmony 
with the new China. Many of 
his years were spent in Imier- 
nal exile, in labour camps for 
“Rightist” thought-offenders. 
Recording those travails, after 
Mao's death, became the final 
labour of his life. 

With the thawing of the 
Cultural Revolution, Xiao de- 
voted much of his time cormpOos- 
ing essays reflecting on his 
experiences: his apprentice- 
ship at the Dagong Daily. 
before the paper turned corm- 
munist; his old friendship and 

with E. M. 
Forster (and the shame of 
having burnt Forster's letiers 
during the Cultural Revoju- 
tion); canards about his days 
in England that he as a 
“Righfist” lost the opportunity 
to rebut: hîs love of Western 
literature and art, vet another 
offence: his sympathy with the 
people of London who had 
become enemies. These reflec- 
tions were finally gathered 
together in the book Traveller 
Without a Mfap. 

In his later career he helped 
to translate a number of works 
into Chinese, among therm 
Henry Ftelding’'s Tom Jones, 
Herman Wouk's The Winds of 
War and the mermoîrs of 
Harold Macmillan. 

In 1994 he ard his wife, Wen - 
Jieruo, together translated 
Uifvsses. It was a thoroughly 
scholarly ard workmanlike 
affair. with much of the hard 
graft undertaken 


Japanese translations. How- 
ever, this did not stop charges 
of plagiarism emanating from 
another writer, Jin Di, who 
claimed that the work was too 
reliant on his own first-volume 
translation of 1988. This may 
have been a case of sour 
grapes, as Xia0s compiete 
translation emerged before Jin 
Di's did, leaving Xiao with all 
the publicity and most of the 
crediL. 


His wife since 1954, Wen 
Jieruo, survives him, along 
with a daughter and two sons. 
The daughter of a previous 
marriage predeceased him.

In retirement he remained 
mentally active, taking an 
economics degree at LSE and 
a degree in European history 
at the Open University.

In his later years he became 
a trustee of the Dresden Trust 
in Britain, whose purpose is to 
raise money for the city's 
Frauenkirche.

He is survived by a son and 
daughter of his first marriage, 
to Joan Agnes Hare, which 
was dissolved. His second 
wife. Anne, died in 1987.
